This  Tower  is  located  about  two 
miles  North  East  of  Lake  Wales  and  about 
163  Miles  from  Jacksonville. 

This  sanctuary  of  approximately  fif- 
ty acres  with  plants  of  native  vecetation 
vjas  the  conception  of  the  late  Edward 
William  Bok.  It  was  designated  and  exe- 
cuted during  the  years  1924-1929  bj^  Fred- 
Law  01ms  tead. 

Its  purpose  is  to  provide  a retreat 
of  repose  and  natural  beauty  for  the  hu- 
man and  a refuge  for  the  birds  and  a 
place  for  a student  of  Southern  plant  and 
bird  life. 

The  summit  upon  which  this  resting 
place  stands  is  about  324  feet  above  sea 
level.  It  is  the  highest  point  of  land 
yet  measured  in  the  peninsula  of  Florida, 
by  the  Goverment  of  the  United  States, 
Also  it  is  the  highest  land  withing  sixty 
miles  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  Between  Washington  and  the  Rio 
Grande, 

It  was  built  as  a tribute  to  the 
late  Edward  William  Bok  by  his'  neighbors 
of  Mountain  Park, 

The  follov;ing  inscription  was  taken 
from  a little  block:
